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Hartnell basketball team 
placed on season probation 


The 1975-1976 basketball season is 
over for the Hartnell Panthers. 

It ended not on a basketball court, 
but in a meeting of Coast Conference 
commissioners on Dec. 12. It was at 
that special meeting that Hartnell 
College was placed on a one year 
probation for playing four practice 
scrimmages. 

The four practice scrimmages are 


two more than allowed by conference . 


commandments (That rule is slated 
to be changed next year.) 

Hartnell, even if it should qualify 
for the Coast Conference playoffs, 
would be ineligible to participate. 

After the probation announce- 
ment, Hartnell. head basketball 


coach Len Wilkins offered to leave

his coaching duties for one year if the 
conference would take the Panthers 
off probation. 


An appeal was drawn up by the 
college and presented to the confer- 
ence commissioners in hopes of 
getting the team off probation and 
back into the league playoffs. 


A letter of appeal was sent to the 
conference members and was based 
on holding Wilkins liable for the 
scrimmage violation. The appeal also 
stated that Wilkins would be relieved 
of his coaching job for one season (at 
a loss in pay) if the conference voted 
to lift the probation. 

the Hartnell appeal was 
ed when the college found the

conference stipulations for with- 
drawing the-appeal too tough. 

The conference guideline that 
Hartnell found unacceptable con- 
cerned Wilkins’ role with the team 
should he be suspended. The 
conference members insisted that 
Wilkins could have nothing to do 
with the team, and that he could not 
even scout future Hartnell oppon- 
nents. 

Hartnell found this unacceptable, 
and dropped its appeal. 

Adding to the demise of the 
Hartnell basketball season was the 
news that All-Coast Conference 
player Dave Sawyer had been 
declared ineligible. (See story, page 
6.)

The board had appointed -Krishun 
to serve out the term, which runs 
through 1979, but a citizens petition 
drive forced the trustees to remove 
Krishun from the board and call for a 
special election. 


ASB eliminates salaries 


The Associated Student Body 
commission, in a Dec. 9 meeting, 
voted to give up their salaries and 
instead accept class credits. 

The ASB officers will be required 
to attend the class, Political Science 
50A, starting in spring semester. 

Last year, the -student officers 
were paid between $20 and $50 a 
month, depending upon the office. 

At a meeting in September of this 
semester,the commissioners voted to 
suspend pay until they could check 
out the possibility of receiving class 
credits in lieu of salaries. 

Requirements of Political Science 
50A include attending at least one 
Governing Board meeting, actively 
serving on one college committee or 


‘other major ASB project, maintain- 


ing. records of duties performed 
during the semester and. evaluating 
activities. Students will also be 
required to submit recommendations 
for changes in the ASB budget for 
the following year. 


ASB president gett Williams said 
that the prospect of no pay may 


stop some people from running for 
office in the spring semester. But he 
added that the people who want to 
contribute to the ASB would become 
involved, regardless of whether they 
were paid or not 


Hiring policy okayed 

The fifth time turned out to be a 
charm for the Hartnell affirmative 
action hiring policy. 

The Board of Trustees unani- 
mously adopted the policy in a 
January meeting after it had been 
revised five times and had under- 
gone a great amount of discussion. 

The policy seeks to eliminate all 
job discrimination in college’s hiring 
of women and minorities. such a 
policy is required of all California 
community colleges by the chancel- 
lor of the state community college 
system. 

The policy also. states that while 
discrimination will be eliminated, 
the college will select the person 
most qualified, regardless of sex or 
race.

Should ASB end its own misery? 


Many times, both in and out of 
Associated Student Body Commis- 
sion - meetings, the officers have 
discussed the possibility of putting 
an end to their organization. They 
would rather not do it, and a number 
of students on this campus would 
rather not see it done. 


The Panther Sentinel also would 
rather not see it done but we feel 
that, if the commission does not 
improve soon, it may as well die. 

It has been said that it is not nice 
to point out the other fellow’s warts, 
but the ASB’s warts have turned into 
a full scale disease which must be 
cured--or it will surely kill the 
organization. 


ASB president Tom Williams and 


other officers have been concerned 
about the lack of involvement from 
the students. We would like to point 
out a few things that we feel might 
greatly improve the ASB organiza- 
tion and bring more students to 
activities. 

First, the commissioners should 
realize that they are not a ‘‘govern- 
ment’’ and that, no matter what they 
try to do, it is very unlikely that they 
will ever have the power that student 
body organizations once had. 

Second, the commissioners should 
start looking at things from the point 
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of view of, ‘‘What do the students 
want or need2”’ instead. of, ‘‘What 
shall we do?’’ Maybe then they 
would fare better than they have in 
the last few years. 

The officers have discussed send- 
ing out questionnaires to the stu- 
dents to find out what they want, but 
it has never gone past the idea stage. 

ASB Vice-President Matt Brown, 
at a meeting displayed the futile 
regard in which the commission 
holds itself. He suggested with all 
the responsibility and maturity of a 
high school ‘‘rah rah’’ that the ASB 
take all remaining funds and throw a 
beer bust. 

We doubt anyone would attend, 
except a few ASB officers. 

Third, the commissioners should 
give themselves more time to plan 
activities and plan them better. An 
example of letting the planning slide 
until the last minute can be seen in 
the two dances the ASB has 
sponsored this year. 

Although the band at the first 
dance of the year was a good band, it 
evidently was not what the students 
wanted to listen to. Only about 100 or 
so students attended that dance. 

If the ASB would plan far enough 
ahead of time, they could also bring 
in-some famous speakers to talk to 
the students. And this leads us to the

fourth point. 

The ASB Commission seems to be 
developing a ‘‘can’t do’’ attitude. 
This is illustrated by the ASB 
meeting held Tuesday of this week. 

An officer at that meeting sug- 
gested the ASB invite the candidates 
for the vacant Hartnell trustee seat 
to speak to the students sometime 
before the election. 


Apparently the officers did not 
want to invite the candidates be- 
cause they feared no one would show 
up to listen to them. 

If the commissioners: retain this 
“can’t do’ attitude, they will 
continue backsliding until they reach 
the point at which they have no 
alternative but to fold. 


Williams has stated that he is 
worried about the ASB’s deficit 
budget. 

This year the ASB will lose around 
$5,000. Unless there is a. drastic 
change in the ASB organization, they 
will continue to lose money until they 
have nothing left to lose and the ASB 
goes bankrupt. 


Some of the suggestions we have 
mentioned will cost a little more 
money than what the ASB had 
planned- on spending. But if they 
don’t start serving the students, they 
will neither turn a profit nor survive.

Overview of 
Labor Market: 
Analysis of Majors 


Many students are concerned, about the 
relationship which exists between college 
majors and careers. An analysis of the 
labor market would seem to indicate that 
this may not be as crucial an issue as most 
students think, because in many cases a 
major is less important than a degree and 
the total college experience. Two-thirds of 
the jobs which require a college degree do 
not have , as an absolute requirement, a 
particular major. However, if a person 


Cal Maritime now taking applications 


The California Maritime Academy, the 
West’s only maritime college, is now 
taking applications from men and women 
for the class entering in the fall of 1976. 
Upon the successful completion of studies, 
Cal' Maritime students are awarded a 
Bachelor of Science degree in either 
Nautical Industrial Technology or Marine 
Engineering Technology. In addition, the 
graduates are licensed by the U.S. Coast 
Guard as third mates and third assistant 
engineers for U.S. Merchant Marine 
vessels. Last year’s graduates went to work 
at incomes ranging from $15,000 to $18,000 
per year. In addition, qualified graduates 
may receive a commission as ensign in the 
U.S. Naval or Coast Guard Reserve. 

Highlight of the Academic year at Cal 
Maritime for the students is the annual 
training trimester-at-sea aboard the Acad- 
emy, a minimum of six months sea time is 
logged. Past cruises have included stops at 
such ports as Auckland, Sydney, Fiji, 
Honolulu, Cristobal, Balboa, Galapagos, 
Acapulco, and Mazatlan. 

Applicants must be high school grad- 
uates, between the ages of 17 and 24 upon 
admission. (Veterans are accepted up to 
age 27). Transfers from other colleges may 


receive up to one year of credit for the four 
year program. The Academic Dean, Wilbur 
H: Parks, points out that applicants would 
do well to apply early, as spaces are 
limited. 

Cal Maritime, a publicly funded institu- 
tion of higher learning, offers challenging 
career opportunities to its graduates, and it 
has one of the highest job-to-graduate 
ratios in the country. Members of last 
year’s graduating class had two to three 
job offers to choose from and some 98 per 
cent of the class was employed less than 
one month after graduation from the four 
year course of study. Most of these 
high-paying jobs center around careers at 
sea aboard American Flag ships. 

A 5.7 million building program is 
currently underway at the nautical school, 
situated on the Carquinez Strait in Vallejo, 
and new dormitory facilities will allow the 
school enrollment to jump to a maximum of 
468 students over the next three years.

Factors which 
really impress employers are personal 
qualities such as: maturity, leadership 
ability, responsibility, ability to communi- 
cate and enthusiasm for their particular 
line of work. Majors for the most part are, 
as they should be, an expression of the 
student’s interest. The primary criterion 
for choosing a major should be that which a 
student can identify with and benefit from, 


_ both now and in the future. The *’job 


prospects’ should not necessarily be the 
determining influence when a person is 
choosing a major; however, it is something 
of which he/she ought to be aware.
